The reguiar meeting of the City 
Counci) was held on Monday night, 
His Worhip Mayor Collison presiding, 
and Aldermen Snell, McClure and 
Howlett and ‘Commissioner Stephen- 
son present. « 


Correspondence 


The I.0.D.E. wrote acknowledging 
receipt of the communication from 
the City with regard to the proposed 
building on the city square in connec- 
tion with the playgrounds. 

R. B. Owens, Provincial Sanitary 
Engineer, ‘suggested that the City 
purchase the necessary pipe for the 
5th Street North sewer and pay for 
same by order on the Government, 
who are loaning the money for the 
work. 

J. D. Saunders, \Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Town of Camrose, wrote asking 
for information on the assessment of 
the oil tanks. The town of Camrose 
has just discarded single tax and the 
assessor of the improvements could 
not decide how to treat the several 
oil tanks. The Commissioner had re- 
plied with the necessary information, 
and the letters ‘were ordered filed. 

In dealing with a letter from Mrs. 
Pamely, Secretary of the Horticul- 
tural Society, in which a protest was 
made against allowing weeds to grow 
on and spread from vacant properties, 
the councillors all felt that it was an 
important matter. The city’s biggest 
asset was her great beauty, and the 
weed's in many places were a disgrace 
The Commissioners were asked to see 
that the city by-law dealing with 
weeds is enforced. Under the by-law, 
if people neglect weeds the city can 
have them destroyed and charge the 
cost of doing so against the property. 

The Town of Vegreville asked what 
the charges of the city are for 
power and light, and also asked for 
the schedule of water rates. The 
latter will be sent and they will be 
referred to the Western General Elec- 
tric Company for the information as 
to power. The rates in Vegreville, 
according to the letter, are very low. 
There are only forty consumers, but 
the highest rate charged is only 7c., 
and the rate grades down to 3¢. 

The Citizens’ Research Institute 
thanked the city for the promptness 
with which they had sent desired in- 
formation as to the financial standing. 

Chief of Police A. T. Streatfleld put 
in a request for new clothing for the 
force, and submitted prices and ‘sam- 
ples from various local ‘business 
places. Council authorized the pur- 
chase of pants and breeches from 
Munro & Baines, but felt that they 
did not have sufficient informatioa 
to settle the matter of overcoats. This 
will be dealt with again. 

W. J. Botterill was present and ad- 
dressed the Council, asking for ‘the 
use of the city equipment to help in 
the erection of the playground equip- 
ment. On an explanation being given 
as to the nature of the assistance re- 
quired, the Council gave ready assent 
to the request. 

Owing to the absence of Alderman 
Calbraith, at whose request the Com- 
missioners had prepared the report on 
sidewalks, the report was tabled unt’! 
next meeting.

At half past two on Wednesday 
afternoon a small group of War Vet- 
rans and others ‘who wished to ob- 
serve in some way the anniversary 
date of the great battle of St. 
Julien, gathered at the ‘war memorial 
on Gaetz Ave. ‘Heads were ‘bared 
while wreaths ‘were placed around the 
‘base of the monument, and during the 
playing of The Lament by fPiper 
MeoMillan. The piper served during 
the war in one of the Cameronian 
regiments and very kindly turned out 
in full military dress for the occasion. 
Wreaths were placed by the G.W.V. 
A., the Ladies’ Auxilfary to the G. 'W. 
V. A.. Sir Christopher Craddock Chap- 
ter, 1.0.D.B., Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Broughton and some of the survivors 
of that great struggle who are in this 
district.

ST. JULIEN’S DAY 


Some few returned men, and rela- 
tives of those who fought at St. Julien 
in 1915, met at supper on Wednesday 
night in the Commercial Cafe, to com- 
memorate a day that will forever be 
memorable in Canadian annals by 
reason of the part her sons played in 
that battle. 

Incidents that occurred were relat- 
ed that are not to be found in official 
records and that too seldom find 
their way into the public press. It 
is only over the festive board and 
among comrades who have shared 
the same experiences and dangers, 
that their tongues are unloosed and 
we begin to realize the quiet heroism 
of the men who stood firm on that day. 

One such incident was recounted 
by two of the actors. A band of thir- 
teen men were posted at a cross-road 
to hold and defend against the enemy. 
It ‘was held all day, and during the 
darkness the supports around them 
were withdrawn, the order to retire 
not having reached them. When 
morning broke, and the heavy fog 
lifted, it revealed not two hundred 
yards away the Germany army at 
breakfast.” 

The men who were in this danger- 
ous and seemingly hopeless position 
were part of those who belonged to 
this city and district, and were .able 
to retire in safety to their comrades. 

Those who were in Red Deer when 
the news of the ‘battle of St. Julien 
reached the city, will recall the con- 
sternation and anxiety it caused. The 
losses seemed tremendous because of 
the nearness of those who fell, and 
probably no other losses, no other bat- 
tle or action, created a deeper {mpres- 
sion upon our citizens than this. 

It is regrettable that the anniver-. 
sary of this momentous day, ‘when 
Canada as anation came into her own 
by the valour of ‘her sons, is being for- 
gotten, and that the younger genera- 
tion around know so little about the 
great sacrifices that have been made 
to preserve us from the brutal iron 
heel of the oppressor. 

Tennyson in his poem, “The Charge 
of the Light Brigade,” concludes: 

“Long shall the tale ‘be told. 

ees Even when our babes grow 
old— 
How they rode onward.” 

One of the guests of the evening 
was Piper McMillan or the “Camer- 
onians,” a noted Scottish regiment.

WORLD'S LEADERS MAY)

BY RADIO 


Ever hear of frying an egg on a 
cake of {ce by radio? 

It has been done by one western 
wizard and the public will have a 
chance to see it done again at a radio 


world’s fair, which is to be held 
next September at Madison Square 
Garden, New York City, by the radio 
manufacturers of the world. 

More fascinating developments and 
marvels in the wonder ffield of radio 
are in prospect for the next twelve 
months, including even the ordinarily 
slack season of Summer, than perhaps 
the most imaginative of amateurs 
and listeners-in have dreamed. 

After consideration of recent labor- 
‘atory and studio achievements, most 
of which the public never hears about, 
and of the projects of engineets, 
scientists and artists looking toward 
future accomplishments seemingly 
impossible, one may understand the 
ring of defiance in the new _ radio 
slogan: 

“The wildest imaginable dreams 
of electrical experimenters are not 
too wild for ultimate realization in 
the realm of radio.” 


Transoceanic Debates 


Few have forseen the day when in- 
ternational joint conferences might 
be held while all the participants re- 
mained at home. But the time has 
now come when it is possible for the 
Prime Minister of England, the Pre- 
mier of France, and the Secretary of 
State of the United States, in person, 
or through chosen forensic ranrasan- 
tatives, may debate an international 
issue for the benefit of their peoples, 
while the whole world listens. 

This can be done, and probably will 
be done, in the not distant future, 
each national exponent listening to 
the other speakers as though  thev 
were all gathered in one room. This 
is only one of several highly impor- 
tant international radio undertakings 
now engaging the attention of engin- 
eers who think in broad terms. 

Tt will be accomplished by broad. 
casting on low wave-lengths, amplified 
and “stepped up” at the  reeeiving 
station and then re-broadcast, a de- 
velopment in radio engineering of 
recent months. It serves to open up 
a wide field of endeavor heretofore 
classed as inaccessible. 

Desirable immigrants, now peasants 
on Burope’s ffarms, may at no remote 
day be educated in the English tongue 
and taught American history and 
citizenship requirements by radio 
waves spanning the intervening 
ocean and received directly in their 
homes on inexpensive receiving sets. 

This is now ‘being planned by 
Americanization advocates interested 
in radio developments as a means to 
improving the quality of new citizen- 
ship.

Association, composed of sixty of the 
most prominent American concerns, 
the directors of which have taken a 
ten-year lease on Madison Square 
Garden for future international radio 
expositions. 

There is to be a series of highly 
important public experiments and 
demonstrations held during the first 
of these international exhibitions. 
They will be under the supervision of 
a special jury composéd of the most 
celebrated radio authorities for the 
purpose of bringing to light and test- 
ing inventions and theories. This 
scientific jury will make a concerted 
effort to solve some of the most 
pressing radio problems. 

The advisory ‘board for thé exposi- 
tion will number such men as B. B. 
Mallory, chairman of the Radio Div- 
ision of the Associated Manufacturers 
of Electrical Supplies, and Paul B. 
Klaugh, executive secretary of- the 
National Association of Broadcasters. 
U. J. Hermann is to be the managing 
director. 

An innovation that will be of 
special interest to radio ifans_ of 
America is that within a few months 
probably by mid-summer, a powerful 
New York radio station will flash to 
England organ accompaniments play- 
ed by Dr. T. Tertius Noble, famous 
composer of sacred music and organ-

They will sing separate songs, but 
at the saine time, so it will require 
two receiving sets to hear them both. 
This is regarded as one of the great- 
est radio feats ever projected. 

Calvin Harris, formerly feature di- 
rector of ‘WOR station, Newark, and 
now arranging features ffor the Radio 
World's Fair program, said of the pro- 
jected international singing tests: 

“This is a serious undertaking and 
I predict it will be done successfully. 
On July 16 of last year, in the middle 
of a hot day, and not at night, the 
voice of a singer, broadcast tfrom 
WOR, ‘was clearly heard by amateur 
receiving sets. in Paris and_ else- 
where in Europe.

| THINGS TO REMEMBER 


Canada’s immigration agencies in 
Great Britain employ 125 people at a 
total annual payroll of $125,572. In 
continental Europe there are 28 im- 
migration agents, whose payroll is 
$18,619, and in the United States 
there are 61 at an annual cost of 
$90,170. 


The strides made by the auto- 
metive industry during the last de- 
cade have been remarkable. The 
motor car is no longer regarded as a 
luxury. It has attained its rightful 
pluce as a utility. The first auto was 
sold in Canada in 1898. Today the 
total registration runs close to 556,- 
000. Official statistics show that 
996,329 autos entered Canada during 
1922 for touring purposes, represent- 
ing a traffic value of $170,000,000. 
Thus the auto took fourth place as a 
revenue producer. 


Canada has 277 judges on the active 
list and 38 retired on pensions, it was 
stated in the House today in answer 
to a question. Salaries of the active 
jurists total $1,982,400, and they in- 
curred travelling expenses last 
year totalling $134,623. Thé pensions 
of the retired list total $179,166. There 
were 280 judges in 1919, but total 
salaries in that year were $1,452,554, 
revision having taken place since 
then. 


A circular issued by the Montreal 
Board of Trade, placing Canada’s 
net debt at $3,513,000,000 was the 
subject of a question in the House by 
Fernand Rinfret (‘St. James). The 
acting Minister of Finance replied 
that the Government had seen refer- 
ence to this in the press. The cir- 
cular apparently purported to include 
contingent liabilities ‘in connection 
with the Canadian National Railways.

Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton. 
Saturday, April 19, 1924, 


Opening of the 1924 crop season 
finds soil conditions somewhat more 
favorable, generally speaking, than 
was the.case 12 months ago. The 
winter was extremely mild, but the 
spring season is late, characterized by 
frequent falls of wet snow which 
have been absorbed by the land and 
have made moisture conditions very 
satisfactory. 

Over the majority of the province 
there is sufficient moisture in the soil 
now to germinate the new crop. In 


the south-eastern section of the prov- 


ince, however, soil conditions are 
very dry, there having been very lit- 
tlesnowin that part during the win- 
ter, with low precipitation during the 
spring. 

The lateness of the spring has re- 
tarded work upon the land in’ most 
parts of the province, and: it will be 
another week at least before spring 
operations become general. In a few 
isolated cases 'work is being done on 
the land, and there are one or two re- 
ports of seeding ‘having been com- 
menced. General seeding operations, 
however, will be about two weeks lat- 
er than last year. 

In spite of the open fall, very little 
fall plowing was done last year, owing 
to the prolonged harvesting of the 
heavy crop. The summerfallow ready 
for seeding this spring is about the 
same extent as last spring, and there 
will be an increase of land put in 
summerfallow this season. 

The success last year of new fod- 
der and pasturage crops such as corn 
and sweet clover will ‘tend to bring 
under cultivation even greater areas 
of these crops in the south of the 
province. 

Livestock was never in better con- 
dition. The large amount of feed pro- 
duced last season, and the mildness 
of the winter has ‘brought them

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


In the present session of the Dom- 
inion ‘Parliam2nt at Ottawa a motion 
was brought in and defeated for the 
abolition of capital punishment in 
Canada. In Great Britain a number of 


reckoned as one of the great triumph's 
of the British navy, and one of the 
outstanding exploits of a war which 
was marked rather by long drawn out 
indefinite struggles than by short, 
sharp, decisive engagements of this 
kind.

Where old plank 
walks have got beyond repair cinder 
walks have been laid to replace them 
wherever possible. No cinder walks 
have been laid as local improvements.

FANNING MILLS AND 
HOW TO USE THEM 


The points to observe in fanning 
seed grain are: first, proper air blast; 
second, right size and combination of 
sieves; third, right speed; and fourth, 
running the grain evenly and thinly 
over the screens. 

The wind supply or air bDiast in all 
machines is provided to remove as 
much of the lighter seed and chaff as 
possible. If the air blast is not suffi- 
ciently strong, the chaff and pieces of 
Straw ‘will find their way back into 
the sample, while if the blast is too 
strong, some-of the good grain may be 
blown out. The air blast also serves 
the purpose of keeping the sieves 
clean of the lighter material, thus 
allowing them to do more efficient 
work. <A trial of the air blast should 
be made with gach new lot of seed 
to be cleaned in order to’see that the 
correct amount of air is being sup- 
plied. 

Ip also may be found necessary to 
change or readjust the sieves to get 
the best results. A good assortment 
of sieves is imperative and a test 
should be made with different types 
before undertaking to clean seed in 
order to ascertain those capable of 
doing the best work. The top sieves 
should be large enough to allow the 
seed to pass through, the remainder 
of the sample, such as chaff and 
pieces distraw, running over the top 
and out at the end of the mill. Some- 
times it is expedient to deliver the 
good grain at the back of the mill 
instead of at the usual feed point in 
order to get rid of a certain impurity 
that cannot otherwise be removed. 
The lower sieve or sieves should be 
large enough to allow the weed seeds 
or ‘broken kernels to escape but fine 
enough to carry the good kernels over 
the top. If wild buckwheat is present, 
a sieve with triangular 8-64 inch holes 
or slightly bigger will be found a 
handy ‘one to have. 

The following sieves will be found 
useful for the cleaning of seed grain: 

WHEAT AND BARLEY—The up- 
per sieve should be a zinc or tin per- 
forated sheet with twelve, thirteen or 
fourteen sixty-fourth inch holes. The 
lower sieve should be either a perfor- 
ated zinc sheet ‘with eight or nine 
sixty-fourth inch holes or should be 
square woven wire mesh eight by 
eight or nine squares to the inch or 
long woven wire mesh two by nine, 
two by ten, or two by eleven squares 
to the inch. 

OATIS—Upper sieves: zinc sheets 
with slots seven, eight or nine sixty- 
fourths inch ‘wide by ‘three-quarter 
inch long. Lower sieve: zinc sheets 
with slots one-tenth to one-thirteenth 
inch wide by one half inch long. 

The feed should be adjusted to 
allow a thin, even flow of material 
over the top sieve, with no crowding. 
A larger quantity of impurities is re- 
moved when the grain travels slowly 
over the sieves than when running 
quickly over them. 

The makers of good fanning mach- 
ines are always willing to give their 
advice as to 'what sieves to use. 
Should any particular problem 
arise, and in case of trouble, it is 
often advisable to ‘send a pound sam- 
ple of the seed to be cleaned to the 
fanning mill manufacturer for sug- 
gestions as to sieves.

HELFERICHIS ~~ 
KILLED, MOTHER 
WRECK VICTIM} 


German Financial Authority, Who 
Opposed Reparatione Is Dead 


‘Saw 
Welding 


Berne, April 24—Dr. Karl Helf- 
ferich, 51, eminent German financial 
authority, and his mother, were among 
those killed in the collision of two 
express trains near Bellinzona  yes- 
terday. 

‘Dr. Helfferich was booked to begin 
a series of campaign speeches in 
Germany Wednesday night in aid of 
the Natfonalist cause. 


Dr. Karl Helfferich, financier and 
statesman, held -many important 
government posts, including at vari- 
ous times the positions of ambas- 
sador to Russia, secretary of the in- 
terior, vice-chancellor and director of 
the Deutsch bank. In January, 1915, 
during the great ‘war he ‘became 
minister 5f the treasury and was in 
charge of the German war loans. 

After the war, as a member of the 
reichstag, he consistently opposed 
any government whose policy it was to 
pay war reparations. He came outin 
opposition to the recent report of ‘the 
reparation experts because the plan 
embodied in the report, he claimed, 
was too burdensome-for the Germans 
to assume. 7 

Dr. Helfferich was one of those 
who advocated and promoted Ger- 
many’s illegal methods of ‘warfare. 
In 1916, while minister of the interior 
and vice-chancellor, he made _ pro- 
nouncements in favor of deportations 
from the territory occupied ‘by the 
German forces and also supporting 
the ruthless submarine campaign. 

His attitude toward the teichstag 
brought him into conflict with that 
body, which responded to his attacks 
by holding up this salary as vic- 
chancellor and in 1917 he resigne? 
that position. 

The following year he went to 
Mcscow as ambassador to Soviet Rus- 
sia, but after a short stay returned 
to Berlin and gave up his post be- 
cause he did not agree with the pol-

Here and There 


Commencing April 15th, the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, having in 
mind the expressed wishes of the 
majority of its patrons, has decided 
to revert to the custom of permit- 
ting no smoking in observation cars 
of its transcontinental trains. 


The production of steel ingots and 
castings in Canada during the month 
of February amounted to 10,958 
tons, an. advance of 72 per cent over 
the 41,309 tons produced in January. 
The increase was almost wholly ac- 
counted for by the rise in the quan- 
tity of open-hearth basic steel in- 
gots made for the use of producers. 


Canadian farm products rted 
to the United States during Pebru- 
ary totalled $2,440,208, an increase 
of $961,579 over February last year, 
according to a report published by 
the Bureau of Statistics. Wheat ex- 
ports to the United States were 
valued at $101,714 in February, as 
against $25,157 in February of the 
previous year. 


Under the agreement with the 
Imperial Government under the Em- 
pire Settlement Act, Canada, spent 
$39,657 in assisted passages for 
some 2,653 British immigrants in 
the fiscal year just closed. In the 
past four years the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has spent nearly $1,500,- 
000 in promoting immigration from 
Great Britain to Canada. 


By arrangements made by Hon. 
George Headley, Minister of Agri- 
culture, a trial shipment of cows and 
steers will be made in the near fu- 
ture to Japan for the purpose of 
testing out the possibilities of a 
market for Alberta’s livestock in 
that country. It is also the purpose 
of the department to send with the 
shipment a qualified investigator 
who will look into the potentialities 
of a market for all Albertan farm 
products. 


For the first time in the past two 
or three years the Saskatchewan Co- 
operative Creameries Limited is 
shipping butter in carload lots di- 
rect to the cities of the United 


States. A carload shipment was 
recently made from Saskatoon to 
Philadelphia. Two carloads were 


also shipped to Chicago, where they 
realized good prices. Each car con- 
tained between 25,000 and 30,000 
pounds of Saskatchewan butter. 


Speal:ing at Quebec recently, E. 
W. Beatty, President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, summarized 
the magnitude of the operations of 
the Company. It has 15,000 miles 
of railway in Canada and controls 
5,102 miles in the Un‘ted States. It 
owns and o;erates telegraph and 
express systeins, 13 hotels, 16 bung- 
alow camps an. rest houses, and 
has in commission on the Atlantic 
and Pacific, Canadian lakes and the 
British Columbia coast, 81 ships 
aggregating approximately 450,000 
gross tons. Its personnel varies in 
numbers with business conditions 
from 65,000 to 100,000 employees in 
all branches of the service. 


What must constitute a record in 
the rapid handling of an important 
consignment from the Orient was 
established recently by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway when shipping a 
quantity of silk from Yokohama to 
New York. The consignment, which 
was the largest forwarded from Asia 
since the recent slump in the silk 
market, left Yokohama on March 
22nd on the Canadian Pacific steam- 
er “Empress of Asia.” Specially 
stowed for prompt discharge on ar- 
rival at Vancouver, the shipment 
was so rapidly transferred to the 
waiting train that only 13% minutes 
per car lapsed between the docking 
of the ship and the departure of 
the fast freight and delivery was 
made at New York at midnight

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AYRSHIRE-SHORTHORN 
CROSS IS SUGGESTED 


Ayrehire Review Editor, Who Knows 
West, Makes Suggestion to Farmers 


Hditor W. F. Stephen, of the Cana- 
dian Ayrshire Review, who is known 
through the west owing to several 
visits he had paid this part of the 
country has adsuggestion inj ‘the last 
issue of the Review that an Ayrshire- 
Shorthorn cross -would be beneficial 
to the farmers of the prairie, where 
they are looking for something in the 
dual purpose line. 

He refers to the milking qualities 
of Ayrshires and their suitability for 
those who are marketing milk and 
“ream, but he suys the western far- 
mers couid raise the cows they re- 
quire themselves. He refers to the 
prominence cf the Shorthorns on the 
mixed farms and says there will ‘be 
more or less beef growing and steer 
fattening carried on in conjunction 
with dairying. In order to improve 
the quality of their dairy cows Ayr- 
shire bulls ‘will be useful, in that the 
heifers can be raised for milk cows 
and the male calves ted as steers. 

Reference is made to certain sec- 
tions of the eastern provinces where 
similar conditions have prevailed and 
the use of Ayrshire tbulls had the 
effect of producing some wonderfully 
good dairy cows. The cross produces 
& cow with considerable size and 
steers can readily be put into beef. 

The suggestions of Mr. Stephen are 
worth considering and may to some 
degree assist In improving the qual- 
ity of the average milking cows of the 
province. The development of test- 
ing will show the farmers just how 
bad some of their cows are and they 
are naturally going to try and im- 
prove their herds. Without going to 
the expense of buying new cows, any: 
thing that can be done in the way of 
selection of the profitable cows and 
the introduction ‘of suitable crosses, 
will mean a great deal to the farmers.

With Mastér Clock 


‘ VERY one who has occasion to 

travel and every one who thinks 
at all—which is, we submit, another 
way of saying every one in this 
‘broad Dominion of ours—has mar-|}, 
velled, at one time or another, over 
the exactitude with which the vast 
‘number of trains on our Canadian 
lines are handled safely and punctu- 
ally. Express, local, special, freight, 
‘construction and other trains are 
‘forever plying to and fro along these 
!lines, leaving the same stations and 
iutilizing the same switches within 
‘a few minutes of one another, yet 


delays and accidents are extremely 
rare. This officiency, which is 
primarily dependent on exact punc- 
tuality, cannot be achieved unless 
all clocks and watches used by those 
responsible for handling trains agree 
and are all strictly on time. 

How is this accuracy maintained? 
Obviously, there must be an elabor- 
ate organization to deal with it, for 
a railroad company cannot afford 
to take chances in such an all-im- 
portant matter. The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, for instance, re- 
cognizes this and has perfected 
an extensive department employing 
scores of men who devote all their 
energies to checking and adjusting 
the Company's official clocks and 
watches. Some details of its work 
are interesting. 

, The official title of this a grega- 
tion of experts is the Time Service, 
Vision, Color Sense and Hearing De- 
artment. In this department there 
8 a Chief Inspector for Eastern 
lines and one for Western lines,

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these offices the work of setting, 
regulating and repairing all clocks 
and watches is directed and con- 
trolled. 

For setting the Company clocks, 
the department employs a method 
which is illustrative’ of the wonder- 
ful possibilities of modern science. 
In certain stations, round-houses 
and yard offices there are clocks 
nown as comparison clocks, 50 call- 
ed because they have been officially 
designated as clocks at which con- 
ductors, engineers and others may 
safely set their watches. In the head 
telegraph office of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, in Montreal, there is an elec- 
trical master clock, connected with 
a similar clock kept in the observa- 
tory of McGill niversity, Mont- 
real, The latter clock’s accuracy is 
maintained by astronomical calcula- 
tion and it, in turn, controls the 
master clock in the Canadian Pa- 
cific head telegraph office. From 
this office, lines radiate to every 
Canadian Pacific telegraph station 
in the Dominion, 

At a certain hour daily, the Mc- 
Gill master clock indicates the cor- 
rect time by beats on a telegraph 
instrument maintained specially for 
the purposé in the head telegraph 
office. The signals commence strict- 
ly on the stroke of 11.54 a.m. From 
that instant to ten seconds short of 
11.55, one beat {s sounded upon 
every second. A pause of ten sec- 
onds follows until, on the stroke of 
11.55, two beats are sounded. This 


performance is once repeated, ending! new clock from headquarters. 


on the stroke of 11.56. To the Chief 
Operator {s delegated the great re- 
sponsibility of transmitting these 
signals to the hundreds of telegraph 
operators at the comparison stations 
throughout the system. It is his 
duty to sit at a key connected with 
the instruments of all these oper- 
ators and repent the signals as they 
are received.

ment on the immense transconti- 
nental Canadian Pacific system, as 
the time draws near, is absolutely:

The oper- 
ators at the comparison stations 
watch their clocks as the signals 
flash westward to Vancouver and 
eastward to Halifax. They note the 
number of seconds error, slow or 
fast (if any), registered by the 
clock, the signals cease and normal 
work is resumed. 

If the clock is more than ten sec- 
onds out, the operator at each sta- 
tion adjusts it to correct time. If 
it is less than ten seconds out, he 
announces the fact by placing be- 
Side the clock a card which indicates 
the amount of error. To prove to 
officials that he is not neglecting 
the job, he must then make an entry 
of the rating of the clock on a spe- 
cial card, which covers a period of 
one month.
